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Purdue  Adopts  Credit  Card  Plan 


Purdue  University  has  become 
the  fir^t  state  institution  of  hieh- 
er  learning  to  install  a  coUege-by- 
credil-card  system  for  paying 
tuition  and  fees.  Gregg  0.  Leh- 
man, bursar  on  the  Purdue  Fort 
Wayne  Campus,  said  that  the  new 
credit  program  heeoraea  effective 
immediately  and  all  students  re- 
gistering for  the  spring  semester 
irill  be  eligible  to  use  either  their 
Bank-Araericard  or  Master  Charge 
Interbank  Card. 

Officials  in  Purdue's  Business 
Office  here  noted  lliat  the  credit 
card  program  was  instaUed  locally 
througli  the  assistance  of  the  Lin- 
coln    National    Bank    and    Trust 


Company  and  Peoples  Trust  Bank. 

Tfie  new  program  marks  a  de- 
parture from  the  eash-on-lhe-line 
procedure  ivhich  was  required 
for  the  payment  of  all  fees  for 
many  years.  Purdue  officials  had 
become  increasingly  aware  of  the 
difficulty  some  students  were 
having  in  paying  cash  lo  cover 
tuition  charges  and  that  because 
of  this  some  students  might  be 
carrying  fewer  credit  hours. 

An  example  of  how  the  coUege- 
by-c  red  it-card  plan  works  is  this; 
The  cost  per  credit  hour  at  Purdue 
today  (for  an  Indiana  resident) 
is  S20.  Thus,  a  student  carrying 
10   hours  could   borrow   §200   on

Dai)  Motto,  a  United  Methodist 
minister,  blends  in  well  with  the 
general  confusion  on  the  lU-PU 
Regional  Campus.  He's  not  a  stu- 
dent or  a  faculty  member  but  a 
minister  involved  in  Exploratory 
Ministry,  His  position  with  the 
University  is  unofficial  and  he 
considers  himself  mainly  as  a 
"friend  to  the  University." 

Mr.  Motto  obtained  his  B.A. 
from  Indiana  Central  in  1962, 
his  Bachelor  of  Divinity  Degree 
from  the  Christian  Theolo^eal 
Seminary  in  Boston,  in  1966,  and 
did  his  postgroduale  work  at  the 
University  School  of  Theology. 
He  was  the  campus  minister  at 
Kansas  Stale  University  for  a 
year  and  had  a  parish  in  Tocsin, 
Indiana,  for  a  year  ond  a  half 
before  coming  here  in  December. 


There  are  mony  aspects  to  Mr. 
Motto's  job  as  an  Exploratory 
Minister.  One  aspect  is  to  be  avail- 
able to  student  and  faculty  mem- 
bers if  they  have  problems  or  if 
they  just  want  to  talk  to  some- 
one. His  method  of  approach  is 
one  of  a  friend  willing  to  listen 
and  talk  but  he  is  by  no  means 
"pushy"  in  his  approach.  ITie  talks 
are  very  informal  and  are  usually 
about  the  student's  everyday  hang- 
ups. The  talks  may  start  out  as  an 

and  may  lead  to  more  profound 
and   deep  discussions. 

Anotlier  aspect  of  Mr.  Motto's 
job  ia  to  be  of  service  to  the  Uni- 
versity. In  bis  position  he  can 
reach  out  to  the  community  for 
support  of  the  school's  develop- 
ment and  push  tliem  to  action 
from  an  unbiased  position. 

Mr.  Motto  is  also  used  as  a 
source  for  finding  out  what  is 
available  for  college-age  students 
in  Fort  Wayne  and  what  they 
need.  Organizations,  particularly 
churches,  use  his  first  hand  infor- 
mation in  setting  up  seminars,  dis- 
cussion groups,  and  other  activi- 
ties that  will  appeal  to  collcec  stu- 
denLQ.  He  also  does  outside  speak- 
ing at  local  churches  diacusainp 
ideas  with  them  on  how  to  make 
ilieir  youth  progr-ims  more  rele- 
vant to  the  students. 

Tlie  program  of  Exploratory 
Ministry  thot  Mr.  Motto  is  in- 
volved in  has  only  recently  come 
to  tlic  computer  campuses.  The 
first  program  in  Indiana  started 
on  the  Calumet  campus  of  lU-PU.

Because 
of  this,  the  United  Methodist 
Church  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Dis- 
trict decided  to  make  their  Explor- 
atory Ministry  program  full-time. 

Mr.  Mollo,  ivhcn  asked  bis  ap- 
proach to  the  students,  said,  "I 
do  not  go  out  with  my  main  pur- 
pose being  to  proselytize  or  con- 
vert everyone  I  meet  to  Metho- 
dism or  Christianity.  I  operate 
completely  ecumenically  and  my 
counseling  develops  from  trust 
and  not  from  my  association  irith 
one  particular  church  or  another."
